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THE ANDAMAN AND NICOBAR ISLANDS MOTOR 
VEHICLES TAX (AMENDMENT) REGULATION, 1961 

No. 8 of 1961 

Promulgated by the President in the Twelfth Year of the 
Republic of India. 

A Regulation to amend the Andaman and Nicobar Islands 
Motor Vehicles Tax Regulation, 1940. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by article 240 of the 
Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate the following 
Regulation made by him: — 

1. This Regulation may be called the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands Motor Vehicles Tax (Amendment) Regulation, 1961. 

2. In sub-section (2) of section 1 of the Andaman and Nicobar 
8 of 1940 . Islands Motor Vehicles Tax Regulation, 1940 (hereinafter referred 

to as the principal Regulation), for the word “State”, the words 
“whole of the Union territory” shall be substituted. 

3. In sub-section (3) of section 4 of the principal Regulation— 

(a) after the words “in advance”, the words “before the 
expiry of fifteen days from the commencement of the year” shall 
be inserted; 
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(b) in the proviso, the following words shall be added at 
the end, namely:— 

“and in any such case, the tax shall be payable before the 
expiry of fifteen days from the commencement of the 

quarterly period”.
